Tt is not genbrally known, not even to 
very .dld Enrapean residents (says the 
Straits Tinos ina recdAt’ issug),.that.the 
Chinese, or some. of them, oodasionally 
practise a function closely resembling that* 
of the Hindus in \s0 far on walking on 
heated charcoal, lying on a bed of sharp 
nails, flagellation, transfixing the cheeks 
with skewers ete. are enrricd out. Such a 
function took placo during the forenuon of 
Sunday at w Chineso temple in Balloatior 
Road, close ty its junction with Moulmein 
Road, Fram enquiries it was learned that 
Wee Kim Eng, the uncle of Tan: Boo Lint, 
had in fulfiinent of a vow given & four 
days’ wayang performance, commencing ‘on 7 


Sunday, ‘the anniversary of the fativity of . 


the Joss. Three mon, worked, up to a very 
excited state, were the principal per- 
forners.. Two cartloads of charcoal wore 
made into five heaps’ and act on fire. 
While thoy were burning to 4 white heat, 
these wen flagellated themselves with o 
neavy globular spiked weapon, about ten 
inches in diameter, Tt wns fixed to o ord 
and thrown over tho shoulder so that..the 
spikes should ‘pierce the skin. This was 


followed by cutting the kin of the back 


(alightly) with the sharp edgo of a iris, 
Onc man bled hisuself freely in this manner, 
This part.of thd function was’ done over 
four tubs: of wator, which was thus made 
to possess virtue, as the poople eagerly 
‘washed the fuices of their childron. : Within 
the templo one of the three men cut his 
tongue sufficiently ‘to “make it bled. 
With the ensanguined saliva he wrote what 
was intended to be: a preseription for a 
female worshipper. The next part of the 


function was:lying on the. bed of nails. 
These were ordinary sharp nails projecting 
two inches and certainly had.avery aninvi- 
ting appearance. The. excited-men were 
laid on this bed one after, another, but were 
removed in ahalfa minute. Tho fire. 
ing closed this expiatory. or. props 
function. ‘The fire bed was four feer 
and a degen yards lon:
